Mr. Thompson said, however, that 
most of the wheat produced cost 


a further increase of 10 per cent. in 
costs, the farmers of the Central

crop. 

In the North Central States the 
cost for the crop year of 1917 ran

Connell, Federal mediator, that the 
employers must “agttle the icemen’s 
strike within forty-eight hours or 
the governinent will,” drew the fcl- 
lowing response last night from W.

“The strike is dying,” he said. 
“Our delivery is improving every 
hour, We are securing men to take 
the strikers’ places, and we are 
rapidly forgetting there was a strike.

is an evident miscarriage of justice; it is a 
denial 6f the right of party government 
guaranteed by the Constitution. A wrong 
has been committed by reason of a defec- 
tive law. But that wrong @s not to be right- 
ed by placing the name of Mayor Rolph or 
of Frank Heney on the November ballot in 
violation of law. Milton K. Young and oth- 
er Democratic politicians may argue that 
when Socrates taught that two wrongs can- 
not make a right he made no reference to 
the effect of three wrongs; but the common 
sense of the average citizen tells him that 
one ‘violation of the law can neither be cor- 
rected nor justified by other violations. 

The direct primary is an invasion of the 
right of party representation per se and as 
such it should be expunged from the statute 
books. It can no more be justified by ex- 
planations and palliations than the invasion 
of Belgium. Permitting the voters of one 
party to disfranchise those of another party 
is a “remedy” that was proposed by the 
faddists for another abuse occasioned by 
the direct primary. If that “remedy” amend- 
ment were to be repealed an equally fla- 
grant abuse of the rights of the people to 
govern themselves Would be restored. For 
this abuse of popular government is but 
one of many similar abuses embodied in 
the direct primary act; there are more torts 
in the act than there are fleas on a dog. 
The fundamental doctrine of political free 
dom is denied by its unjust provisions; but 
the fact remains that it is the law. The 
sovereign remedy in the hands of the peo- 
ple for its multifold abuses is to reptal the 
att in toto and to return to some form of 
nomination by party convention which will 
not permit mémbers of one politica] party 
to trickily dictate the nominations of an- 
other party. 

To recite all the abuses of the direct pri- 
mary would require a larger edition of The 
Times than the present paper shortage per- 
mits. The principle of self-nomination 


which it embodies makes a sifting and 


weighing of candidates impossible and en- 
courages political chicanery, the use of mon- 
ey and forms of graft. For a member of 
one party to place his name on the primary 


ballot of another party is a subterfuge as 


dishonorable in principle as forging a 
check; it places a premium on duplicity. 
Refusing to parties the right to meet in 
convention and promulgate a platform is 
a device of the politicians which rewards 
expediency and penalizes personal and party 
honesty. Reserving to the candidates of a 
party the privilege of writing the party 
platform and denying that right to the mem- 
bers of the party who are not self-seekers 
for office is equivalent to turning the gov- 
ernment over to the politicians and office 
seekers; it robs a party of the principles 
on which every party worthy of the name 
should be founded; a party without princl- 
ple is a ship without a rudder. Permitting 
a candidate to receive a party nomination 
when he is not the choice of the majority 
of the members of his party who take part 
in the selection is to make a mockery of 
party government. In conventions a can- 
didate must receive a majority vote to re- 
ceive a nomination; the direct primary re- 
moves that restriction to minority repre 
sentation and permits a few politicians and 
organized interests to dominate an unor- 
ganized party membership of fifty times 
their number. The fact that not one citizen 
in five now votes in a primary election is 
in itself an unanswerable arraignment of 
the direot primary law. 

The Times has never denied that the con- 
vention system of party nomination was 
susceptible to abuses by unscrupulous in- 
terests and conscienceless politicians. Eter- 
nal vigilance is the single safeguard of the 
citizens of a republic. There were times 
when the people became lax in their duty 
and the will of the majority of the mem- 
bers of a party was thwarted in convention. 
But the abuses were mild indeed beside 
those of the direct primary. The great ma- 
jority of the citizens of California are dis- 
gusted with the ‘present law; but the ex- 
perience in this and other States proves 
that its defects are without remedy. A 
faulty foundation cannot be cured by tink- 
ering the supersturcture. 


When the Legislature meets, one of its. 


first duties should be to enact a new pri- 
mary law that will provide for a return to 
some form of convention system that will 
make a nomination by majority imperative 
and will prevent voters of one party from 
dictating the nomination or disfranchising 
the voters of another party, Until the Leg- 
islature meets there is no recourse heyond 
making the best of a bad law. But The 
Times holds that it is the duty of the courts 
to interpret and not to legislate; that the 
courts are not justified either in law or 
equity, in violating one law in an attempt 
to correct an abuse in another. Until the 
direct primary law is repealed or declared 
unconstitutional its mandates must be 
obeyed.

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RE OL NEEDED. 

While Congress hesitates over and the 
Navy Department opposes legislation to 
Open to development the immense areas of 
withdrawn oll lands in California, the de 
mands of the government for more oil sup 
plies continue to grow, and it becomes clear- 
er that this State is to be called upon to sup- 
ply a much larger proportion than heretfore. 
California operators, marketers and refin- 
ers of oll see the situation; so does the na- 
tional. Fuel Administration; and all of them 
are bending every effort to the work of in- 
creasing production and decreasing non- 
essential consumption. So successful have 
they been that during June, for the first 
time in several years, the production of the 
State exceeded the current market demand 
and, instead of a big deficit, several thou- 
sand barrels daily went into storage. The 
same is true of July. 

Notwithstanding these excellent results 
achieved by the oil interests, California 
consumers of fuel and of all. oll products 
and those of neighboring States dependent 


for oil upon California have been officially 


warned that they must soon expect to face 
new and severe restrictions upon their use 
of fuel oll and gasoline. . 

While officially the national administra- 
tion disclaims any present intention to send 
a large force to Siberia, action has been 
taken by the Fuel Administration prepar- 
ing the people and resources of the Pacific 
Coast for the probable necessity of support- 
ing a big army in the Orient. 

Albert E. Schwabacher, Fuel Adminis- 
traitor for California, has just issued a 
circular letter to the press warning the 
public of the new and severe restrictions 
upon the use of all kinds of fuel now in 
early prospect. His circular was scarcely 
out before there came from Washington di- 
rect confirmation of his statement in the 
request of National Oil Director Requa for 
a voluntary observance by the public east 


-of the Mississippi of autoless Sundays, 


which request is accompanied by the state 
ment that if voluntary compliance is not 
genera] legal action will be promptly taken 
to enforce it. While the voluntary request 
of Mr. Requa is only applicable east of the 
Mississippi, Mr. Schwabacher makes ‘it 
clear that restrictions will soon be in effect 
in California,

Closing his circular, Mr, Schwabacher

In order to convert the great shortage of 
California oil production for the last two, 
perhaps three months at least, into a small 
surplus, some extreme steps have been tak- 
en by the Pacific Petroleum War Service 
Committee, by the various of] companies, 
by the Fuel Administration and by many 
consumers of fuel. : 

Early in 1917 Mexican fuel of] was sub- 
stituted for the California product in the 
nitrate works and on the ofl-burning rail- 
roads of Chile and further contracts for 
supplying oil fuel of any kind in South 
America during the continuance of the war 
were refused. During 1918, however, the 
Pacific Coast has taken other steps for the 
relief of the coal famine in Chile, and cod! 
from the mines of Washington and Oregon, 
which, by the removal of competition, the 
conservation of the oll programme has re- 
opened, is being shipped to South America. 
By this action large quantities of eastern 
coal, readily available for war service, have 
been rel By the reopening of the 
Washington, and British Columbia 
coal mines millions of barrels of fuel ofl 
have been released for the production of 
essential supplies not otherwise obtainable. 

Monthly statistics of the United States 
Bureau of Mines show substantial increases 
during the last few months in the output 
of gasoline, fuel oll and lubricants, thus 
showing that the need for restrictions on 
nonessential oll consumption is due to the 

s increase in the demand for es- 


sential military and. naval use and for new 


vital war industries, not to the failure of 
the oll industry to respond to the demand.

Always a fire in his blood. When 


only 8 years of age he heard of a 
hyena in the neighborhood which 
ad caused alarm and threatened 
danger. Lafayette said in after years 
that in all of his walks his great- 
ect hope was to meet that hyena 
and destroy him. He was a pro- 
nounced hater of all kinds of op- 
vwession. He was born with his 
reast full of love for humanity 
and hatred of tyranny. 

Lafayette was married at 17 years 
of age. He was married to the 
Comptesse Anastasie de Noailles, 
daughter of the Duke d’Ayen. She 
breught him wealth as well as love. 
Her wealth added to Lafayette’s 

ve them a revenue annually of 

37,500. a fabulous income for 
those days. But nothing could 
smother the great dream in his 
soul. Ease, wealth, social distinction 
and fame were not enough to pluck 
this eagle from his high mountain 
flights.

In the summer of 1776 
was stationed on military duty as 
an officer in the French army, in 
the citadel of Metz. This was the 
eummer of a great event in the his- 
tory of mankind. It was the sum- 
mer of the Declaration of Ameri- 
can Independence. Lafayette was 
but little over 18 years of age. At 
thie time the Duke of Gloucester 
was at Mets. He had been exiled 
fubm the court of Great Britain on 


account.of his impolitic marriage. 


Now, this Duke was brother to the 
King of England. He was constant- 
ly receiving advices concerning the 
opening struggle in America. The 
first news of this kind communi- 
cated to Lafayette touched the fuse 
to an earthquake. The more vidid- 
ly this exiled Duke described the 
plans of the British ministry to 
erush the American colonists, the 
more it settled Lafayette to go to 
their rescue. The spirit of liberty 
that flamed in the soul of Lafay- 
ette was precisely the spirit which, 
rearly a century later flashed forth 
in the words of Lincoln inthe slave 
market in New Orleans, La., when 
he declared to a young man com- 
panion: “By the eternal, if I éver 
get a chance I will hit that institu- 
tion (slavery,) and I will hit it 
hard.” Well, the world knows now 
that Lincoln and Lafayette were 
hard hitters, but they were always 
striking to break the shackles from 
the oppresed. America fighting for 
independence made a wonderful ap- 
1 to this eighteen-year-old boy 
fayette, but America, opp 
and likely to be crushed, sent La- 
fayette across the sea to fight on 
American soll, side by side with 
George Washington, the immortal. 
This great youth, who had heard 
the call of liberty as the call of 
heaven, resigned his office in Metz 
ané returned to Paris.

But the Count’s words were all 
wasted on a young nt who was 
born a warrior for freedom. Ev- 
erything seemed against J afayette’s 
American emancipation mission. 
The King and the court of France 
were against his enterprise. They 
were afraid to espouse a cause 
which, according to the news they 
were receiving, was eeting with 
ruinous reverses. e battle of 
Brooklyn had been fwught. Long 


Island had been evacuated. New’ 


York had been given over into the 
hands of the British. Gen. Howe 
was master of Forts Washington and 
Lee. All sorts of rumors were afloat 
in France that all hope of American 
liberty was lost. Ths belle of Lon- 
don had rung at the news of Ameri- 
cas defeat and disaster. The King 
and court of France did not think 
it wise to expend money ir the fit- 
ting up a fleet for Lafayette and 
his soldiers to go on a fool's er- 
rand to Ave a cause which was al- 
ready lost. Even ihe American com- 
missioners at Paris eave up hope 
and tried to dissuade Lafayette from 
going to “help America. They told 
him that the adverse news from 


passage to America. 

But the court and the King, and 
these American commissioners at 
Paris had not even begun to meas- 
ure the height of I afayette’s hero- 
ism.. “I thank you fcr your frank- 
ness,“ said he to the commissioners. 
“But now is precisely the time to 
serve your cause; the more people 
who are discouraged, the greater 
utility will result from my depar- 
ture.” Then this hero went on: “If 


you cannot furnish me, with a ves- 


sel, I will purchase one and freight 
it at my own expense, to convey your 
dispatches and my person to the 
shores of America.” 

This miracle man moved steadily 
on the face of every cbstacie. On 
the gallant vessel “Victory” he set 
sail for America, March 26, 1777. 
He had raised the money for all 
this from his own private estates. 
Louis XVI, on learning of Lafayette’s 
departure for America, sent orders 
to the national forces at the West 
Indies to arrest Lafayette. But the 
man of destiny, stspecting all this, 
ordered the captain of his ship to 
steer directly for the American coast. 
After more than two months of 
dreary sea voyage I.afayette’s ship 
“Victory” landed at Winjau, about 
sixty miles northeast cf Charleston 
on the 14th of June, 1777. Days be- 


fore landing he sailed along a coast 


swarming with hostile vessels, 

Immediately on arrival he applied 
to Congress for a chance to give 
soldierly service. The chairman of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee dis- 
couraged him. Lafayette seized a 
pen and wrote this to Congress: 
“after the sacrifices I have made, 
I have a right to exact two favors 
—one is to serve at my own expense; 
the other is to serve as a volunteer.” 
These words won Congress. They 
made this young French hero, now 
20 years of age, a mijor-general in 
the army of the Unite States. 

On the §rst of Augurt, 1777, La- 
fayette met Washington for the first 
time. It was mutual love at sight 
with these two men of the ages and 


it grew stronger to the end. They. 
‘fought for American liberty side by 
side. ‘Through Lafayette’s influence 


France sent hundreds of French 
soldiers to help us win the war 
against the German King of Eng- 
land. On American soll Lafayette 
was severely wounded in battle. He 
distinguished himself at the Battle 
of Gloucester, at the retreat of Bar- 
ren Hill, at the Battle of Monmouth, 
and at the retreat of Rhode Island. 
Our Congress voted him co decorated 
eword for patriotism and heroism. 
To help us to a permanent liberty 
Lafayette came to our help three 
times from his native land. Then 
he returned to France to take a 
hero’s part in the French revolu- 


tion, was captured, imprisoned on 


German soil, brutally maltreated by 


own ghastly glory. 
French-American liberat 
corruptable. 

As Tennyson was bofn poet and 
Mozart musician, so Lufayette wag 
born lover of liberty and emanci- 
pator. And he was as much philan- 
thropist as the Seventh Earl of 
Shaftsbury or John Howard. As a 
liberator Lafayette was as mne mis- 
sionary as David Livingstone, Stan- 
ley, or William Taylor. Among the 
last letters which he wrote to George 
Washington, Was one suggesting a 
way for the liberation, civilization 
and uplift of Africa. Were Lafayette 
living today, he would be a mighty 
fighter for world freedom. He was 
America’s great French friend. This 
good and great man fell on sleep, 
but the torch of freedom which he 
carried has never gone out.

WANTS TO KNOW WHY 
HE SHOULD GIVE BOND. 


MAN ARRESTED AS ESPTONAGE 
ACT VIOLATOR SAYS HE 
18 NATURALIZED. 


When Edwin Fischer, who was ar- 
rested Wednesday, under the name 
of Carl Edwin Fischer, on a charge 
of violating the Espionage Act, 
Was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Long yesterday, he 
cockily demanded why he should 
give any bond, and informed the 
court that in his opinion he ought 
to be allowed to go on his own 


recognizance. 

“I should like to see the man who 
had the crust to make any charges 
against me,” he said a ly. 

“You will have that opportunity,” 
said the commissioner. 

Fischer admitted that he was 
born in Germany, but stated that 
he had been in this country for 
many years, and exhibited a 
naturalization certificate granted by 
the courts at Trenton, N. J., in 1898. 


This seemed to regular in 
every way. 
Fischer's bond was fixed at $1000, 


and the hearing set for next Mon- 
day morning. He was returned to 
County Jail. 
The Federal officers are of the 
opinion that the catch of Fischer is 
one of the most important accom- 
plished in some time. It is charged 
that he hag been peddling anti-war 
literature for some time, under the 
auspices of what is declared to be a 
Persian cult that has many follow- 
ers in this city and Southern Cal- 
ifornia, and that he has been in 
frequent communication with Ger- 
many through Persia.

By Sentry on His Beat. 

What has become of Tom Hughes? 
Has he been kidnapped or has he 
gone into voluntary seclusion while 
he makes up the slate of Republican 
State Committeemen for Southern 
California? 

These questions have been asked 
0 repeatedly during the last forty- 
eight hours that I think it is-time 
something was done about. 

After the State primaries, come the 
State conventions. These are to be 
held in Sacramento on September 17 
for the purpose of promulgating 
Party platforms and naming new 
State Centra] Committees. The mem- 
bership of the conventions is made 
up of the successful primary nom- 
inees. To the victors in the primary

It is thus possible for the Re- 
publicans to name the new Demo- 
cratic State Cent Committee, the 
committee that will have charge of 


the Presidential primary in Califor? 


nia two years hence. 


My Democratic friends will cry 


out that this is immoral, but I must 


remind them that a legal and not a 
moral issue is involved. Progressives 
controlled the Republican convention 
in 1912 and again in 1916, anda 
there is no legal barrier to prevent 
Republicans from controlling the 
Democratic convention this year. 
Furthermore, the Progressives es- 
tablished the principle in California 
that there is no analogy between 
private morals and political morals.

I observe that Gov. Stephens has 
pul'ed a bloomer in naming a suc- 
cessor to Blue-Sky Commissioner 
Carnahan. The Governor gave a 
statement to the Associated Press 
in mento Wednesday that he 
had named Judge H. A. Peairs of 
Bakersfield as Carnahan’s successor. 

Judge Peairs may be all that 
Gev. Stephens claims for him, but 
he will not do at all for biue sky 
commissioner. That commission was 
created by politicians for politicians, 
and judges are specifically barred. 
It simply can’t be done, Governor. 
It can’t be done. . 

There is a section little read and 
not often quoted in the State Con- 
stitution which provides that “The 
udges of the Superior courts shall 

ineligible to any other office or 
public employment than a judicial 
office or employment during the 
term for which they have been elect- 
ed.” The heads of the forty fat com- 
missions all hold executive and not 
judicial positions. Judge Peair's 
term does not expire for two years. 


I am told that Bank Commission- 
er W. R. Williams has been living 
under the shadow of the guillotine 
ever since Carnahan’s head went 
into the basket. Willlams was even 
more active against Gov. Stephens, 
according to the reports of 
northern press, than Carnahan; al- 


though both of them went out of 


their way to participate in the pri- 


mary campaign.
